Tfie time is fast approaching when the need for Dor. 
mitories at McOill Unirersity will become imperatite. 
Already the accommodation for the students in the 
boarding houses adjucent to the College has proTed in- 
sufficient and houses in the ticinity of Strathcona Hall 
are being renovated for the accommodation of stndents 
and are to be ready for occnpancy very shortly. This 
more is being undertaken by, privnte parties as a com- 
mercial Tenture and there appears to be no reason why 
it should not prove a successful one. 

Kot only is accommodation in the Ticinity of the 
College difficult to find but when found it is frequently 
unsatisfactory. The house* are only toq often very old 
and dingy and in none too good a state of repair. 

There is a great dearth of modern and up-to-date 
lodgings in "Montreal, which can be obtained at a rea- 
sonable price. In the past eight years the rents paid 
for rooms have advanced over fifty per cent, and it is 
doubtful if on the whole the rooms have been renovated 
to merit this increase. This increase in price is of 
course only in keeping with the general rise in living 
expenses. 

The need of Dormitories at McOill has long been re- 
cognized and it has from time to time been reported 
that there was every probability of their erection in the 
near future. So far, however, no authoritative state* 
ment has ever been made in this connection. 

The Dormitories must come soon now. Other build* 
ings and improvements are needed here too. More ac- 
commodation for athletic eicrcise is a long felt want, 
yet the necessity for any or all of these things in not as 
great as the need for housing accommodation. 

There is one feature about reisdences that renders 
their erection here in the near future a probability and 
that is the fact that they can be made more or less self 
supporting. Strathcona Hall bears witness to this fact 
The erection of huildines with room for only a part of 
the nou-resident studrnts would also prove a direct 
financial benpfit to the stui'ent body as it would lessen 
the demaud for rooms mid in tonse(|Men(e the prices 
would fall. Other thinf, follow the law of supply and 
demand, why not loll^:ing houses. 

We feel sure, however, that, when the Board of 
Governor's do see their way clear to erect résidences 
the resultjiut buildin(,'s will bear witness not only to 
McGiK's pre-eminent position umon;^' the Canadian uni- 
versities l)ut al.^o to the wise foretl()i:>;ht and careful 
toi.si<leration which has always marked the actions of 
ttio,>;o in control of the destinies of this institution of 
learning.
